Surf Pines “on the lighter side” 


Now that the waters are much lower, we were able 
to hire Clean Sweep to clean the east right-of-way 
of Ocean Drive to help alleviate the congested water 
drainage paths. The pumps seldom run now. We 
are researching the costs of elevating the Hydronix 
control panels to the same level as the power panels 
for safe operations. Included will be covers that 
allow repair in rainy conditions. 


The weather is starting to become warmer and the 
sandspur is starting to grow more vigorously on the 
beach paths and the park. Continued spraying of 
“the solution” (one gallon —-white vinegar-5% acetic 
acid / two cups — Epson salt /one oz. — dish soap) 
will be needed to keep them at bay. You probably 
noticed all the bark chips in the parking lot for the 
park; those will be distributed onto the sandspur 
areas to eliminate them. 


All the beach path posts are in place, nice to go for a 
walk and still be able to find a way home. Should you 
be out on the beach after dark, the top of the post is 
reflective. The posts look really good; hope they will 
last for several years. 


Last year we had the “movie in the park”. This 
year the Roads and Grounds Committee (R&GC) 
will present to the board a proposal to purchase 

a portable generator to provide electrical services 
for this event. It will run quietly accept for the noise 
made by the movie and the audience. 


Lastly, the R&GC has generated several RFP’s for 
vendors that will be needed for various services in 
the community: Right of way lawn mowing, tree 
trimming and removal, road repair and finally road 
paving.

It is time for all of us to trim our shrubs and trees. 


Many of the trees and/or shrubs are growing into the 
roadway and may cause harm to the users in our 
community. 


Please take a look at your trees and shrubs near 

the “Right of Way” and mark those plants that need 
removal or trimming. This will help in identifying them 
sooner. 


Please be advised that Surf Pines Roads and 
Grounds Committee will have our vendor “Bigby 
Trees Inc.” give a detailed quote on the service 
required to remove these items from the “Right of 
Way.” Once this quote is reviewed, we'll send it 
to the board for approval. A letter in the “Breeze” 
will notify you when they will be working in our 
community. Brief road closures may occur during 
this work, so please be patient.

Neighborly Tips 


A Surf Pines’ resident has found that using wood 
chips helped rid the sand spurs in his yard. He kept 
the affected areas covered with free wood chips from 
Surf Pines trees that were cut down, or fell down 

in storms. After two to three years of keeping it 
covered, the sand spurs were gone! Grass grew in 
on it’s own when the spurs died. 


Sand Burr Formula Being Used 


One gallon 5-6% cider vinegar 
1/4 cup dish soap 
2 cups epsom salts 


Dissolve the salts in the liquid and spray on the sand 
burrs when dry weather can be counted on for a 
number of hours. This formula will be used in the 
park, trails and roadsides.
